STATEMENT GIVEN 

In explaining the recent action 
of the board of education, Supt. 
F. A. Henderson today issued the 
following statement for publication 
in El Don: 

“The board of education dis- 
cussed the problem, which _ still 
faces the community, of provid- 
ing for the needs of the junior col- 
lege. The increase of about 16 
per cent in junior college enroll- 
ment has made the situation more 
critical than ever and every avail- 
able inch of classroom space is 
in use. 


HOPE STILL SEEN 

“The board discussed the peti- 
tions containing some 1170 names, 
which had been filed, requesting 
the calling of another election. At- 
tention was called to a letter from 
the state director of the P. W. A. 
indicating that he could offer very 
little encouragement toward the 
securing of federal funds. It was 


7 pointed out, however, that the ap- 


plication is still active and is re- 
ceiving the attention of federal 
authorities. 

“It is possible that even yet the 
appropriation will be made to be 
matched by funds provided by the 
local community. If federal funds 
do become available the board of 
education will give consideration 
to the calling of another election. 

“There are only two require- 
ments in the law, namely, the 
filing of applications for federal 
funds on or before Sept. 30, which 
was done, and, when appropriation 
is made, the starting of construc- 
tion by Jan. 1. This latter date 
cannot be met and our represen- 
tatives feel that Congress, when it 
meets, may extend that date.”

Sports, Scholarship?

others will be justified in wondering why a blanket 
eligibility should not be made. 

To our way of thinking, the eligibility require- 
ments should be made even more stringent than they 
are at present. if 

Here is a short resume of the current Eastern con- 
ference rules governing eligibility: (1) A player must 
have passed (which is a D grade) in 1114 units the 
previous semester; (2) He must be passing in at least 
12 units of work during the season; (3) After six 
weeks, an eligibility list is certified, and the player is 
eligible the rest of the season. It is understood, of 
course, that the player has registered legitimately. 

In other words, all a student theoretically has to 
do is to attend classes regularly, and to merely get a 
D grade. Any student who cannot accomplish that 
shouldn’t even be allowed to don a suit. Furthermore, 
no college can be assured that another college will see 
that its players live up to these rules. 

At present, it is up to the individual jaysees to 
see that athletes are eligible. This is as it should be, 
and the various colleges in the conference should have 
faith in one another’s veracity. 


But another angle presents itself, and one which 
is more important from the standpoint of the individual 
college. If a player is considering his college, and the 
players on the team, he should make every effort to 
make himself eligible. It isn’t too difficult a task. 

Morale of a squad can easily be lowered by in- 
effective eligibility rules. No coach wants on his squad, 
players who cannot pass the lowest minimum require- 
ments. 

The solution then, as we see it, is for stricter eligi- 
bility requirements. This would tend to keep the 
morale at a higher plane, and lend added prestige 
to the players as a whole. 


Light Section No More 


The flashlight section is no more. 

What started out to be one of the college’s out- 
standing student cooperative movements, has flopped. 

At one time, students were enthusiastic about the 
project. When the idea was first conceived, all sorts of 
cooperation was forthcoming. Just when new ideas 
were being thought up, cooperation fizzled out. 

At last Friday’s game, leaders of the section re- 
quested the public address announcer to let the people 
know the reason why no performance was given. About 
10,000 persons heard that announcement, including 
many out-of-town people. And what a thing for these 
people to hear—that because of the lack of cooperation 
by Santa Ana Junior college students, this widely- 
known project was cancelled. 

We feel sympathetic toward the organizers and 
members of service clubs who have given much time 
and effort toward making it a success. But without the 
right kind of cooperation from students such a project 
cannot succeed. 


Journalism vs. Literature 


Speaking for journalism against literature, W. P. 
Crozier, editor of The Manchester Guardian (Eng- 
land) said in February of this year: 

“In my opinion if you want to find lucid, direct 
English, well expressed without any of the heavy, awk- 
ward, cumbrous words that infest so much of book- 
writing, you will find it in the popular newspapers of 
the present time. : 

“I take journalism broadly as a whole, and pu 
its case against literature in certain respects. I notice 
that when people talk about literature or art or sculp- 
ture they talk about them at their best. When they 
talk about journalism they tend to take the worst. 

“It is unjust that journalism should be judged hy 
its slums and tenements, and literature by its fine man- 
sions and noble monuments.”

Today is Will Rogers’ birthday. Everyone remembers 
Will. It was at 8:18 p. m. two years ago last August 15 
that a red, low-winged plane containing two men suddenly 
crashed from a low altitude into the cold wastes of the 
arctic wilderness. Will Rogers was dead. 


William Penn Adair Rogers, 
part Cherokee Indian, was born 
and raised in the old Indian terri- 
tory just outside of what is now 
Clarmore, Oklahoma. 

FAME EARLY 

Gaining early fame with his pro- 
ficiency with a lariat, Rogers soon 
landed a job with a “wild west” 
show, billed as “The Cherokee 
Kid.” 

A rather loose education sup- 
plied him with a variety of quips 
for the stage and he rapidly be- 
came the featured attraction of 
the show. Soon the title became 
“Will Rogers and Company.” 
COMMENTS LIKED 

As a world famous personage, 
Rogers never lost that simple, sin- 
cere, wholesome, humor’ which 
amused royalty as well as beg- 
gars. There was never a president 
who escaped a Rogers comment, 
and everyone liked him for it. 

Radio, his greatest field, in- 
creased his popularity vastly. No 
political speech ever received as 
much attention as a Will Rogers 
summary of the international situ- 
ation. Kings, presidents, dictators, 
revolutionists—none remained in 
the dark if Rogers desired to pub- 
licize them, and no one could pay 
a more sincere tribute to a man 
than could Will Rogers. 
“REMARKS” POPULAR 

“Will Rogers’ remarks,’’ a syn- 
dicated column, was reputed to 
have the greatest reader circula- 
tion of any published in the world. 
His last remarks, published just 
before his last flight, were print- 
ed in nearly every publication in 
existence. He was mourned by 
everyone; everyone knew Will 
Rogers.—DON MOZLEY
